Mrs. Farmer, 


The city of Placentia will have a 
new mayor and’mayor pro team this 
week as less than a third of the 
municipality's 12,157 registered 
voters reported to the polls to select 
a brand new majority of the city 
council. 

The light vote for the first time 
brought an elected woman to the 
city’s governing body, Mrs. Virginia 
Farmer, who was the trio’s top vote 
getter. Others selected were 
William Rashford and Donald Holt, 
who ran two years ago and missed by 
212 votes. 

A similar fate hit the one 
challenging incumbent, Mayor Pro 
Tem Michael Callahan, who failed in 
his bid for a second four year term by 
177 votes. 

Callahan also was the subject of a 
mailed message, posted to 3,000 
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households in the last split seconds 
of the campaign and signed by four 
former mayors. 

The election of Mrs. Farmer with 
a total of 1,626 votes, for the first 
time seats a woman on the council by 
popular election. Mrs. Mae Geeting, 
a wife of a former postmaster of 
Placentia, served on the council as 
an appointee for two years 
Ipreviously, but did not seek 
reelection. 

Mrs. Farmer who is an assistant 
planner for the city of Corona, is a 
25-year resident of Placentia. She 
also is a fifth generation Californian 
and can trace her ancestry back to 
the Portola expedition. 

The attractive new city council 
member leaves a vacancy on the 
Placentia Library Board of Trustees, 
on which she has served for eight

years. Mrs. Farmer presided as 
president of that group during the 
time of the building of the facility's 
new Spacious headquarters at the 
Civic Center. 

‘*In my eight years as trustee on 
the library board, I responded to 
Citizen input in an effort to provide 
the sort of services and facilities the 
people wanted, which were within 
the financial means of the district. I 
plan to continue this sort of policy as 
a councilwoman,”’ she states. 

‘There is great need in Placentia 
to have a council responsive to all the 
people, a council which will work 
together responsibly in dignity, with 
respect for each other and all the 
people as human beings,’’ Mrs. 
Farmer responded in an election 
statement. 

Mrs. Farmer reported that most of 


her campaigning was concentrated 
in the last two weeks of the election. 
Her husband, Glenn, served as her 
campaign manager. : 

The election was the most unique 
birthday present for William 
Rashford, who became 35 on 
election day. The successful 
candidate, who had met the public in 
an extensive series of coffees, was a 
close second to Mrs. Farmer in voter 
appeal with 1,593 tallies. 

Rashford is an electrical engineer 
with the Data Processing Products 
Division of Hughes Aircraft 
Company in Fullerton and has 
served Placentia as a planning 
commissioner for the past four 
years. He is the father of four young 
children. 

*‘T have volunteered to serve the 
people,’’ Rashford outlined in an 


election statement, ‘‘and hope that 
the people help me keep up to date 
with their concerns about Placentia - 
my number is in the book. I intend to 
work hard for the city in the next four 
years and ask that people be 
understanding when we are faced 
with tough decisions.”’ 

It was Rashford’s first bid for 
public office. 

Close to the top vote getter was 
third selection Donald Holt, whose 
vote of 1,424 was just over 200 less 
that Mrs. Farmer's. 

Holt, who is a third generation 
Californian, is the area sales 
manager for Corn Products, Inc., a 
unit of CPC International, Inc. He is 
the father of two sons. 

Holt said in his election 
statement: ‘‘You can see from the 
many people involved, why, in the 


closing weeks of the campaign, | felt 
such a tremendous degree of 
responsibility that 1 must win, not 
only for myself but for them. Now an 
even greater responsibility has been 
put into my hands--a responsibility 
to represent each and every citizen 
to the utmost of my abilities. 
“The one promise that I have 
always made and will continue to 
keep is that | will equally represent 
every citizen in Placentia and see 
that every citizen who approaches 
me is heard with a mind open to their 
problems or suggestions.”’ 
Incumbent Mayor Pro Tem 
Michael Callahan did not fare as well 
in his bid for reelection but lost to 
Holt by a slim margin. He had 
served on the council for four years

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Last Minute Letter 
Muddies Campaign 


A city council election campaign 
letter, labeled by its target as ‘‘a 
blatant smear’’ was posted less than 
a week before the end of the April 13 
campaign by its authors pointing out 
that they are four former mayors. 

The missle was mailed to 3,000 
Placentia homes ‘‘which showed the 
most registered voters,’’ one of the 


signers, former Mayor Robert 
Langer explained. 
Attacking Mayor Pro Tem 


Michael Callahan, the only city 
council incumbent to seek reelec- 
tion, the authors of the letter, 
presented a list of reasons why they 
believed Callahan should not be 
reelected. 

None of the statements reflected 
illegalities, Alfred Aguirre, a former 
mayor pro tem and another author of 
the letter indicated. ‘‘Just mistakes 
in judgement.”’ 

Vic Michel, another of the former 
mayors, currently president of the 
Placentia Library District and a 
strong supporter of Virginia 
Farmer, said that the letter had been 
worked out in meetings at both his 
and Langer’s homes and that ‘‘all of 
us wrote it.”’ 

Former Mayor Jack Gomez, for 
whom a community center is named 
in the city, was the other signer. 


Also attending the sessions when 
the letter was drawn up was former 
Mayor Robert Finnell along with 
Aguirre’s son, Rick Aguirre, who is 
an attorney and has_ recently 
established his practice in Fullerton. 

Aguirre indicated he wanted his 
son to look over the material for any 
possible legal problems. 

Also invited to participate was 
Mayor Robert Lyons, Michel said. 
‘‘But he declined.”’ 

Finnell decided not to join the 
group, one of the signers stated and 
later wrote his own letter, hand 
delivering it to the two local 
newspapers. Finnell’s most recent 
appearance before city council was 
in strong support of City 
Administrator's Edwin  Powell’s 
recent 10 per cent pay boost to 
$37,303 annually, one of the largest 
in the county for a city Placentia’s 
size. 

Finnell recommended to voters in 
his letter that Callahan not be 
returned to council. The former 
mayor said that he has sold his 
Placentia home and will soon be 
moving to the city of Yorba Linda.

The fate of the Bradford House 
remained in limbo this week as the 
historical monument barely lost an 
extension of its life in a popular vote. 

Voters, in a light turnout, marked 
their ballots 1,726 times in favor of 
using tax monies to restore and save 
the two-story green house that rests 
among grounds covered with 
specimen trees on Palm Drive 
between Kraemer Boulevard and 
Bradford Avenue. The no vote was 
1,946. 

The home was built by Albert 
Sumner Bradford, the founder of the 
city of Placentia. 

With only 220 ballots separating 
the proponents from opponents on 
the subject of maintaining the home, 
it was expected here this week that 
the Placentia Founders Society and 


informal groups that have worked 
diligently for its escape from the 
bulldozers, would continue their 
efforts to preserve the home. 

Donald Holt, Jr., who had closely 
associated himself with the 
preservation of the home and had 
actively campaigned on its behalf, 
has been elected to the city councii.

Rospaw Eyes City Hall 


To The Editor

Betty Mead: — 

The basic difficulty in Placentia 
City Hall is the confusion of dissent 
with disloyalty. 

This same confusion brought a 
Yorba Lindan back to San Clemente 
for early retirement with only a 
pardon arranged by his book agent 
to furnish comfort. 

In this country, for 200 years, the 
right to differ has been a basic right. 
Yet in our own miniature Watergate 
we see friend fighting friend, we see 
the necessary coalition of city 
working with schools, which was the 
way our growth came into being, 
shattered, and we see Councilman 
squabbling in public about things 
they only dare discuss in private, 
thus leaving the public to view a 
process which makes about as much 
sense as a movie ‘‘edited’’ for TV. 

The City ‘‘wins’’ the case against 
a fire department long since 
departed. But a lawyer from out of 
town, hired in secret and lunched in 
style at our expense, with plenty of 
‘‘in’’ hangers-on on the tab, carts off 
enough of our money to have 
brought the City Hall up to city fire 
standards. 

Between the regular city attorney, 
who got the job by becoming 
partners with the former city 
attorney, and the ‘‘special’’, more 
than enough money was expended 
to have rehabilitated not only the 
Bradford House, but the Key House 
as well. 

One Councilman told me that he 
had a folder of opinions from the City 
Attorney concerning the Brown act. 
Yet, neither he, or any of our recent 
Council, and particularly the staff, 
seem to have any conception what 
the law of California really is. 

The Brown act says simply that 
the people’s business shall be 
conducted where the people can 
participate. I am ashamed to admit 
that City of Placentia has been a 
gross violater in both spirit and 
intent. 

Councilman, Robert Langer, he 
who ends what should have been 
some proud time in office mailing 
scurrilous literature designed to 
miss the weekly newspaper deadline 
thus preventing any local response- 
said he was ‘‘embarrassed’’ to 
discuss the matter of pay of public 
officials in public. Why? 

If public officials don’t want to 
discuss their money, whichis taken 
from the people by forge, they 
should get out of public life. The 
people’s business should and must 
be discussed in public and why is 
this embarrassing? 

Some years back an earlier City 
Administrator had a city car which 
had license plates without the ‘‘E”’ 
in the diamond which marks an 
exempt car. At the end of his term 
the then Council—and at least two 
who signed the recent mailing were 
then seated—learned that city cars 
which don’t have ‘‘E’’ plates are 
undercover cars and that they must 
be used for that purpose only. The 
Council said that it would never 
happen again. 

A new Ford with a non-E plate is 
parked at City Hall, on some days, 
anyway. It is in an official spot. Is it 
undercover? Or is it a City Car? Why 
not proudly tell the world that it is 
from Placentia. Or is it a badge of 
shame to be from the All American 
City? 

I personally accept some responsi- 
bility for the present situation. And 
other citizens who have watched 
things happen, and seen what was 
once a close community fly apart 
should accept some also. 

I was determined to stay out of the 
election of April 13. But | do feel 
impelled to make some suggestions 
concerning reorganization. It is 
obvious that City Hall needs new 
leadership, and | am stating directly 
that three new Councilmen is just a 
Start. 

After the top job is filled the most 
important may be city attorney. 
Instead of an adviser to five 
Councilmen on how to beat the 
Brown Act at 20 thou a year, maybe, 
through applications and open 
hiring we might get someone who 
will act as lawyer for all the people. 
The problem that some of the 
agencies experienced this year past 
might have been less had all of that 
legal fee money been expended in 
the interests of the people rather 
than private and backroom brawls. I 
thought the 40-hour work week for 
firemen made sense and still do. But 
the preparation and conception and 
follow-through was dismal. 

Once the fight started the fire 
house should have been cleaned out 
at the start and the people should 


have been leveled with. We used to 
bore people with questions at press 
conferences about when youth 
agencies operating out of store 
fronts on Santa Fe Street were going 
to get use permits. But note that the 
question was still being asked when 
the Elks tried to help the Boys Club 
which is more than any single person 
in City Hall can state. 

The Valencia High homecoming 
parade has been a tradition for 20 
years. Once both the fire 
department and the police depart- 
ment led the parade. This year the 
Director of School Activities, who 
was coordinating the parade, also 
had to direct traffjc at street corners. 
The cop who smiled and said ‘‘Gee 
whiz, we blew it’’ might not have 
thought it so funny had a car plowed 
into the middle of the marching band 
and killed a kid or so. And the public 
might even have gotten off their 
apathy to ask why. 

A City Council meeting which, if it 
had not been official, would 
certainly mark a low point of any city 
government was held last summer. 
Papers long passed on to Council 
had neither been read nor studied. 

While other communities worked 
with their schools and got into real 
Bicentennial projects our council 
dithered and dawdled about 
nonsense. Buying a flag and putting 
it up a pole, which took the owner of 
a shopping center one day, took the 
city seven months. Getting the 
fireplug project underway was 
simple. The chairman resigned from 
the Bicentennial committee and got 
it approved in the CA office first 
even while the committee was going 
through the motions of following 
‘“‘correct’’ procedure. 

The meeting with Council was a 
special meeting. Only one item was 
on the agenda. Suddenly, with four 
councilmen present, including one 
who did not bother to attend the 
Bicentennial part, the Councilmen 
decided to have an_ executive 
session, tossed out the committee 
and patiently ignored the clear legal 
requirement that any executive 
session, to be legal, has to start from 
an agenda published and announced 
24 hours in advance. 

In later discussion it was casually 
admitted that the whole thing was 
probably illegal. 

What the new council needs to do, 
after getting a legal adviser who can 
read the law, is get out of the back 
rooms and set a procedure which 
makes sure the public is involved in 
the public business. 

An executive session should be 
*called for one item only and it should 
be clear to all concerned that it is 
needed and necessary. The Council 
should adjourn after announcing 
what they are going to discuss and 
then come back and vote in public. 
Minutes should be kept and be 
available at a later date for 
verification. Under new law the 
public has a right to challenge and 
court costs, if the City loses, are to 
be paid by the city. 

We had hoped that the Bradford 
House would be sustained by a vote 
of the people. While it was not, we 
think it important to note that 
Councilman Langer’s (Ex-Council- 
man, that is) statement about the 
Key House showed that same lack of 
research so much of what the city is 
doing these days illustrates. 

We did, at one point, indicate that 
the County might approach the city 
for some help. We also asked to be 
informed if they did. 

We were present when the County 
adopted the Key project and it was 
then and is now clearly a county 
museum project. The city role is one 
of zoning and acting as a good host. 

The Key project was found to be of 
county-wide significance. 

The Bradford House’ was 
supported, but was clearly a city 
project. 

For Bob Langer and Dick Samp to 
so blatantly mis-state some simple 
facts can only be representative of 
the type of misinformation process 
which must be stopped by, it 
appears, starting all over again. 

For a city government, which 
can’t even meet its own codes in a 
brand new building, to be talking 
about another structure without any 
known investigation, is grounds, we 
would think, to see that the entire 
matter is gone into thoroughly prior 
to any final action. 

We think the new City Council 
should set clear policy about taping 
and bugging in city hall and the city. 

The people will once again be the 
city of they start from this election 
and demand that thé new council set 
some standards and open up and let 
some sunshine into the dark corners 
of City Hall.

‘‘blast’’ from Langer in the closing 
city council meeting, as the two 
councilmen have at times had 
outstanding disagreements, said he 
did not believe the letter was 
responsible for his narrow defeat at 
the polls. 

“At least 1,247 voters didn’t 
believe it,’’ he said, recounting his 
recent vote. ‘‘There’s less than a 400 
vote spread between the top 
candidate and my votes in fourth 
place.”’ 

The letter also was mailed after 
the last election deadline of both 
local newspapers, making it difficult 
for any of the charges to be aired in 
public. 

That was nct done on purpose, 
Aguirre indicated. He stated also 
that it took the group about three 
weeks to get the idea together, to 
write the letter and have it printed. 

In the letter’s final statement, the 
authors suggest: ‘‘We have nothing 
to gain by this or by who is elected, 
but collectively we will all lose if the 
best people are not elected. Because 
we want everything out in the open, 
please feel free to contact anyone of 
us if you have a question.”’ 

The first author contacted was 
Councilman Gomez who was asked 
who paid for the research that led to 
the statement in the letter that: 
‘‘While expressing his concern for 
reducing the cost of City 
government, he (Callahan), is the 
biggest elected spender of City 
funds for ‘‘personal expenses’’ in 
the history of Placentia. In the last 34 
months that he has been in office, he 
alone has spent $6,622.99’’. 

Gomez explained: ‘*I don’t know 
anything about that. You’ll have to 
ask Langer. He’s got it all verified. | 
don’t know who did the research, 
but Langer will know.”’ 

Langer later in a brief telephone 
conversation on the subject said that 
the research had been done by city 
staff for use in a city council 
subcommittee on expense account 
reporting and guidance in setting 
policy. 

When it was pointed out that the 
research material had not been 
made available to the press, Langer 
said the press would be accommoda- 
ted upon request. 

Aguirre, concerning the matter 
said that the group also had used 
their memories. ‘‘Finnell goes back 
12 years and Langer eight. We all 
could remember.”’ Aguirre said also 
that he could recall having spent 
$250 to attend a conference during 
his four years of service. 


None of the authors believed that 
there was any intent to form 
collusion between City Hall and the 
Library Board of Trustees. Both 
Michel and Aguirre are serving on 
the board with successful city 
council candidate Virginia Farmer. 

“‘I supported Virginia because she 
is a very qualified person and I 
would like to see her elected. She is 
very intelligent. I have known her for 
20 years,’’ Aguirre explained. 


Both Aguirre’s son Cory and Mrs. 


Farmer have served as administra- 
tive interns with Powell. 

Another of the items in the letter 
credited Cailahan with seeking a 
background check on the board of 
directors of the Mexican-American 
organization, Casa Placentia ‘‘in an 
effort to influence Supervisor 
Diedrich’s decision not to allocate 
funds to this Placentia organization. 
Where do background checks 
stop?’’ 

Aguirre said that his information 
had come out of city council 
executive session that the back- 
ground check had been ordered but 
that it was never undertaken. 

As for the amount of public funds 
that Casa Placentia has been 
granted, he said that that 
information is available but that he 
does not know the exact amount. 

When asked if the Casa Placentia 
board, of which he is a member, had 
ever hired anyone with a police 
record, he said it was possible but 
that it was not the policy of the board 
to have any kind of a police check 
made on applicants for positions. 

Langer reported on the research 
that had been done on council 
expenses that no check of any kind 
has been launched into city staff 
expense accounts. ‘‘This was only 
city council’’. 

Concerning the letter, Callahan 
stated: ‘‘It didn’t fool the majority. I 
just want to thank the people of 
Placentia for allowing me to serve as 
their councilmen for four years. 

“‘T respectfully ask the citizens of 
Placentia to help the newly elected 
and remaining councilmen to do 
their job as there is still much work 
to be done. I know they will be 
paying close attention to find out 
what is really going on.”’ 

Regarding citizen input, Callahan 
continued: ‘‘It’s your city and we’re 
all in deep trouble if we don’t know 
what’s going on. Don’t count on the 
other guy to do it, to take care of the 
problems. It’s everybody’s respon- 
sibility. 

‘“‘Maybe this is what God 
wanted,’ Callahan concluded.

Traffic Problem Reviewed 


Copy to the Courier 
Ms. Daphne Erikson 
Subject: Traffic Conditions 
Placentia Avenue at Lewis Place 


Dear Ms. Erikson: 

We have received your letter 
dated April 5, 1976 in which you 
requested an investigation of traffic 
conditions at the subject intersec- 
tion. . 

You referred to two accidents that 
occurred on March 31. Although we 
try to prevent all accidents, it must 
be recognized that the majority of 
the accidents result from driver 
errors and that traffic control 
devices will not prevent those 
accidents. Our review of the police 
accident reports revealed that the 
March 31 accidents were caused by 
improper driving and not related to 
the absence of traffic control 
devices. 

Briefly, the accidents occurred as 
follows: A vehicle was turning left on 
to Placentia Avenue from the 
shopping center when it went out of 
control and struck a vehicle parked 
on the west side of Placentia 
Avenue. The second accident 


occurred when a motorist observing 
the first accident ran into the back of 
a vehicle stopped at the crosswalk at 
Lewis Place. Obviously, these 
accidents could have endangered 
children in the crosswalk. However, 
it is very doubtful that a traffic signal 
or other devices would have 
prevented this chain of events. 

The City Council, at its meeting on 
April 6, approved the placement of a 
crossing guard at the Lewis Place 
intersection. This was based on a 
recent study and recommendation of 
the Traffic Safety Committee. The 
crossing guard will begin work on 
Monday, April 19. 

We believe that the crossing will 
provide a satisfactory level of 
protection for the children crossing 
at this location. We will continue to 
monitor the traffic conditions to 
determine if additional traffic 
controls are warranted.

In California, we have 
lots of sunshine to contend 
with and it determines what 
we use on our windows. Sun 


causes glare, excessive 
heat, damage to fabrics,

Easter Eggs On Display 


BY JEANNE JENKINS 


The Placentia Library is 
now presenting a display of 
Pysanky, the ancient Uk- 
rainian art of egg decoration 
by Betty Baugh. 


The multi-hued intricate 
designs are applied through 
a painstaking process of 
applying beeswax and dyes. 
The eggs are covered with 
very detailed flowers, birds, 
deer and geometric ‘ pat- 
terns-each of which has a 
symbolic meaning. 


Mrs. Baugh explans that 
the process dates back to 
988 A.D. when the Ukraine 
accepted Christianity and 
the decorated Easter egg 
became a symbol in the 
rituals of the new religion. 

There are many legends 
surrounding this art. These 
vary from village to village 
in the Ukraine as do the 
rituals, processes and dyes. 


The eggs are designed as 
gifts with a particular 
recipient in mind. First a 
prayer is said asking that 
the wishes for the recipiemt 
be granted. If wealth is 
wished a deer is included in 
the design. Flowers symbo- 
lize happiness, roosters 
fertility. The eggs are 


hidden until Easter when 


they are brought to church 
to be blessed and exchang- 


ed with relatives and 
friends. 
Mrs. Baugh is of 


Czechslovakian . ancestry 
and discovered Pysanky 
through a magazine article. 
Her ancestors also produc- 
ed Easter eggs but they are 
of solid colors and large 
floral designs. There are 
three of these on display. 

Mrs. Baugh uses special 
chemical dyes instead of the 
old herb and plant dyes 
used by Ukrainian women 
but like them she has 
fashioned her own tools, 
called Kistkas which are 
small metal cones attached 
to a stick. These are filled 
with beeswax and held over 
a candle flame. The melted 
wax flows through a small 
opening in the cone and is 
applied to the egg. Other 
tools include ribon or large 
rubber bands to insure 
Straight lines, spoons, 
thinned shellac and cloth or 
kleenex. 

“The eggs are the 
hardest to find. Ideally only 
fresh, well-shaped eggs are 
used but most eggs are 
oddly shaped and bumpy,”’ 
states Mrs. Baugh. 

When the egg is found it 
is cleaned and held with the 
thumb, second and fourth

fingers of one hand. The 
other hand takes the heated 
kistka and dips into melted 
beeswax. The egg is rotated 
as one works and the 
designs to be left in white 
drawn on with the kistka. 
The egg is then dipped in 
yellow dye. Then the areas 
to remain yellow are 
covered with wax and the 
egg is dyed orange. The 
process is repeated with 
each color progresively 
darker. When all the color 
and designs have been 
applied the wax-covered 
egg is held over the candle. 
As the wax drips off the 
brilliantly colored pysanky 
appears. 

The finished egg may be 
coated with shellac and kept 
forever. The insides are not 
drained because the dried 
yolk keeps the © shell 
together. In about a year the 
insides dry up and create a 
natural weight in one end. 

Pysanky is a year-round 
project for Mrs. Baugh. 
Each egg takes between six 
and eight hours to make 
plus a_ great deal of 
patience. She estimated she 
has made over 200 of these 
beautiful eggs.
